Several charges have been officially 
made against General Hutton, and 
they will be investigated in due 
time. I know that the other officers 
and members of Parliament whom 
General Hutton has insulted since he 
came to Canada are grateful to Col. 
Hughes for having the courage to 
ask that the recall of General Hut- 
ton be demanded. 

Personally I bope thet Gen. Hutton 
may be the last officer sent to Canada 
to irritate Canadians and put Cana- 
dian loyalty to unnecessary strain by 
arrogance and red tape. There are 
plenty of Wise and experienced officers 
in Canada, who, in niy opinion, could 
organize and train our yolunteers bet- 
ter than Gen. Hutton. If the colonies 
are to do their true work as parts of 
our empire they must develop their 
individuality, in military matters as 
well as in other departments of na- 
tional life. 

Col. Hughes deserves better treat- 
ment that he received from General 
Hutton.

He was the 
first man in Canuda to propose to aid 
the mother country in the Transvaal, 
But he indignantly resented the insin- 
uation of General Hutton against Can- 
adian officers, and had the manliness 
to refuse to allow General Hutton to 
control bis actions as a Canadian and 
as‘a iynember of parliament, so the 
temporary tyrant tried to rob him of 
his right to fight for the empire.

Russell Weller Writes Home 
About the War—Svys ‘War is 
Awilul,’’ but ‘the Wounded are 
so Plucky.’’ 


. Following is a synopsis of a letter 
received in this city from Mr. Russell 
Weller, a former well-known Belle- 
ville boy, now with the South African 
Imperial Light Horse, made up at Pi- 
etermaritizburg. At the time of 
writing he was with Gen. Buller’s 


Chieveley Camp. 
Sunday, Dec. 17th. 
We are camped on a kopje overlook- | 
ing Colenso, where the Tugela River 
is, and where the Dutch are now 
strongly entrenched about 16 miles { 
from. Ladysmith. 

We had a tremendous battle Friday, | 
and I assure you it was exciting. Max- 
imis, Carinons and rifles all going at 
once; a regular roar all the time. You 
will see by the papers how. it came 
off, so I won't describe it. 

We were up all night changing our 
position. : 

To-day is Sunday and very quiet. I 
heard one of our naval guns fire a 
few shots, but that was all. 

We have little tents that*hold two, 
which are very handy for striking 
camp, we only have a waterproof rug 
and sleep on the bare veldt, but it ts 
beautiful. 

The heat is terrific and water very 
scarce, I um ofraid I will have a 
pretty rough Curistmas, This will 
be my third in Afrion. Thad the fever 
for the first two, but am in excellent 
health now. | I fancy turkey will be 
rather scarce with us. 

War is awful, you have no idea un- 
til you see it. The dead and dying 
strewn all about; the wounded all 
seem so plucky, bardly complaining at 
all. I never saw so much blood, I can 
not get over il yet; will be very glad 
when the war is over. 

I am sweating so I can hardly hold 
this pencil to write and am sitting 
on the ground holdivg a book on my 
leg, so you will have to oxcuse writ- 
ing. 

We just got the call “Turn out for 
horses,” 50 I will cut this off. Will 
write soon again and give you fur- 
ther particulars,

Decker Was an expert engray- 
er, and, although suspicion rested on 
him, no arrest could be made at the 
time. He was by some means warn- 
ed that he was being watched and in 
a few hours the gang had inysterious- 
ly disappeared. 
Set the Legal Muchine Going. 

The commissioner immediately set 
his machine going, and Constable 
Parkinson of the force started on a 
hunt for the gang. ‘The job has been 
a long one, but Anthony Decker, the 
leader, was arrested in Baltimore on 
Thursday; Paul Decker, alias Paul 
Rose, alias Harry Rose, was arrest- 
ed at Woodstock; Hall Kuntz was ar- 
rested in London. He was working 
With the others. Kuntz is an expert 
transferer. Mrs. Decker was arrested 
in Hamilton, Counterfeit plates were 
found on ‘all of the persons arrested. 
This completes the gang and the de- 
partment will at once commence pro- 
ceedings, 

All the plates and bills found were 
These, with 
the $1 notes, are duplicates of notes 
handled by the Burland firm, Mont- 
real. Decker was one of the oldest 
hands in that establishement. He is 
50 years of age, 5 feet 10 inches 
height, and weighs 150 pounds. Hijs 
skin is pale and he is dark com- 
plexioned. He carries a black mus- 
tache and wears eyeglasses. 

Decker, alius Deetjon in Court. 

Baltimore, Md., Feb. 3. — Antonio 
Deetjon was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Rogers yester- 
day on the charge of counterfeiting. 
He waived a hearing and was com- 
mitted untjl Feb. 9. In the mean- 
time Chief Wilkie will communicate 
With the Canadian authorities. 

Was « “Olvil Engineer.’’ 

Woodstock, Ont., Feb. 3. — The 
police of Woodstock and Government 
Detective Parkinson have made a 
very important capture. Two or 
three weeks ago a respectable-looking 
young man arrived in town and put 
up at the Oxford. He said he was 
a civil engineer in the employ of the 
Dominion Government, and had been 
ordered to make maps of this coun- 
ty. He did not pay his board, so 
the proprietor of the hotel seized his 
clothes.

SATISFACTION AT MONTREAL, 





Mr. G. B. Burland Tells What He Knows 
of the Elder Decker, 


Montreal, Feb. 3. — The arrest of 
the Baltimore forger causes great 
interest here, as the following will 
show: 

Mr. G. B. Burland, president of the 
British American Bank Note Com- 
pany, expressed himself as delighted 
when he was informed of Decker’s 
capture. 

It appears that the latter, who 
came to Montreal from Philadelphia, 
worked for this company from March 
1896, to Aug. 19 last, when he sud- 
denly disappeared. One of Decker's 
daughters (he had two and two 
sons) Was also employed for a period 
with the Engraving Company. Mr. 
Burland had no cause to suspect Dec- 
ker, who was sober and a _ steady 
worker, seeming to have no bad 
habits, except that of smoking con- 
tinually. This, with the fact that 
his temper Was not of the best, was 
overlooked because he was employed 
on a certain class of work at which 
few men excel. It is almost certain 
that he carried on a privato _ bill- 
making industry at his house on El- 
gin street, and he tried to get two 
other experts to join him. They de- 
clined, and, perhaps fearing that one 
or the other would give information, 
Decker suddenly vanished, not even 
taking time to remove all his furni- 
ture. Most of what ho knows about 
his late employe Mr. Burland learned 
only very recently. He will be able 
to ‘give very strong evidence against 
him if he is brought to Montreal.

ter that we found the Manager of the 
watér works, who also was very will- 
ing to furnish us with what he could 
of his éxperience in the management. 
After we had drained him he kindly 
teok us to the Mayor, Mr. Buchan. 
We found the Works are owned by 
the town and managed by the Com- 
missioners in a similar manner to our 
He, the Mayor, answered what 
questions we put to him relative to 
the workings, and directed the Man- 
ager to take up to the Chairman of 
the Commissioners, © Mr. Dana, who 
is also sheriff of the county. We found 
he had been commissioner about seven 
years and was well posted in the sys- 
tem from the commencement up to 
the present time. He very thoroughly 
explained the whole management with 
all its difficulties and successes and 
satisfied us what a great benefit fin- 
ancially and otherwise the system is 
to the Corporation. We also found 
the drainage system in first class con- 
dition, which is necessary towards a 
successful working of the Water 
Works system. We also found Brock- 
ville has the Electric Light question 
under consideration with the view of 
owning that also. We informed the 
sheriff of our intention to yisit the 
Insane Asylum, located near the town, 
he at once called the Principal by tel- 
dphone, sHe; is Dr. Murphy, some 
time a resident of our city here, and 
informed him of our desire, and I sup- 
pose for the respect he has for old 
Belleville, sent a rig from the Asylum 
to take us out to the Instituioln, and 
on our arrival took us through the 
immenge pile of buildings, in amongst 
the unfortunate inmates, which is a 
sight not easily forgotten. We found 
an old man from Belleville there, one 
of the inmates. We knew him. I 
would consider the Dr. had a very re- 
sponsible position, and according to 
my judgment, he is eminently quali- 
fied to fill it.

The 
system of sewage will have to be at- 
tended to as fast as possible; without 
that many of our people will not take 
the water. So I hope our City Coun- 
cil will see fit to deal with that mat- 
ter in the coming season.

GENERAL GATACRE DID 
SHOOT THE GUIDE. 


At Least Letters From Men in his 
Command Repeat the Story and 
Say the General’s Orderly Told it 

to Them. 


London, Jan. 26.—A corporal in the 
2nd Northumberland Fusiliers vividly 
depicts the Stormberg disaster:— 

On the night of the 9th our regimen‘, 
the Royal Irish Rifles, two batteries of 
artillery, and the mounted infantry, 
proceeded from Pieterskrasl to Molteno, 
a distance of ten miles, When we arrived 
it was about nine o'clock, and then we all 
formed up, and General Gatacre informed 
us that he was going to doa ay attack 
on the Boer position at Stormberg, and 
thatthere wasto be no firing and no 
shouting, and to use the bayonet only. 
We started off at 1 o'clock to march thir- 
teen miles to Stormberg, wheie we hoped 
to arrive about two o’oluck in thé morn- 
ing, but we kept marching all night but 
never got there. 

it was broad daylight when we wore at 
the foot of some high, inaccessible rocks, 
when the guide wo had turned to the gen- 
eral, and pointing to the top of the rooks, 
said, ‘*Thore is your position, and there 
ia your eoemy,” and immediately started 
to gallop off, but before he had gone two 
yards General Gatacre shot him twice 
through the body, taying, ‘Mar, you have 
done me ; but youare the firat to go,” 
Thess are the exact words that wore said, 
because we were told by the general's or- 
derly. Tho latter then proocvsded to tell 
tho story of the disaster which is already 
known.

While news of sharp fighting in the 
neighborhood of Colesberg can be 
fairly expected within a few days, it 
is not likely that it will assume great- 
er proportions than’ reconnoissances 
and skirmishes, Gen. French is strat- 
egically prohibited from running any 
serious risk. 

Lord Roberts’ reply to Presidents 
Kruger and Steyn creates an excellent 
impression here. :

Corby, M.P., wrote, stating that, in 
bis opinion, it was wost desirable for 
Belleville to have an annual exhibi- 
tion, and offering, in case tue Council 
bought the grounds, to pay, for ten 
years, half the interest on the sum 
borrowed for’that purjose. ‘The Ald- 
ermen listened to what the members 
of the deputation had to say, but 
thought (he matter shoyld be discus- 
sed in the Bxeculive Committee before 
the Couneil dealt with it, so it was 
referred, : :

Member of “C" Cc. Makes a} 


Strong Protest Against 
Col. Otter. 


The Writer Wants to Know W here the 
Money Went—A Pecullar State of 
Affairs. 


Toronto Newa; The following letter 
was written by « member of “Cc” Com 
pany to a friend, with a request that 
the public might be enlizhtened as to 
the treatment the men are receiving 
at the front For obvious reasons the 
name of the writer is withheld; 

Belmont, Dec. 25, 1899. — My main 
object in writing you to-day is to give 
you some iden of how the Toronto boys 


are being treated at the front in the 
ways of grub, As you are, of course, 


aware, a considerable amount of 
money was contributed by ‘Torontoni- 
ans to be- expended for the benefit of 
the Toronto boys on the contingent, 
So far we have received nothing what- 
ever as a result of this fund, Govern- 
ment rations only have been issued, 
and I may say that these are barely 
sufficient to keep one alive. Every- 
one of the British regiments receive 
their daily, issue of beer, but Cal. Otter 
has flatly refused’ to allow the men 
beer, notwithstanding that he has been 
remonstrated with on this point by a 
number of British regimental com - 
‘manders. 

The worst feature of the whole thing 
is this; A few days ago the officers 
commanding companies gave out that 
on Christmas day the men would re- 
ceive a regular Christinas dinner, con- 
sisting of one pound of turkey ur goose 
per man, two or three yegetables,three 
pints of beer, also a liberal supply of 
fresh fruit. 

Well, the eventful day has arrived. 
Our dinner consists of one tiny,scraw- 
ny chicken per tent, i.e., 14 men. Fanoy 
Jim, one chicken boiled in about two 
gallons of water for 14 able-bodied 
men. The beer hus dwindled down to 
three-quarters of a pint each. 

But the fruit! Ye Gods! It takes 
the cake, Remember, we are within 
a few hundred miles of the Cape, 
where fruit abounds, also that Col. Ot- 
ter has hundreds of dollars to spend 
on the Toronto boys in extras and deli- 
cacies. Notwithstanding these plain 
facts, we are treated to the following 
as a Christmas issue of fruit for our 
tent—14 men; One pineapple, of mic- 
roscope dimensiups,’ one orange, and 
two rotten mangoes. The other tents 
are treated in like manner. 

If the Toronto people are thinking of 
contributing further amounts for the 
benefit of the boys, for God's sake put 
a notice of the foregoing in the paper, 
so that not one cent further will be 


sent out here for our benefit, because 
we simply receive no result Whatever, 
and it is a profound mystery to us 
where the money subscribed before we 
left has disappeored to. 

. As you know, the Toronto boys are 
not ones to kick wilhout good cause, 
but they are certainly kicking with 
some reason now. One of the news- 
paper correspondents here has taken 
a drawing of our Christmas dinner 
and. sent it to his paper, together with 
an interesting little account of our 
feast. ,

The fund 
raised by the ladies to supply the men 
with additional comforts and delica- 
cies totalled only §§$3,000 or “$3 per 
man, and this -amount must last

;Col, Otter in handling the money is 
‘showing rare goud sense. The fund, 
‘Mrs Sweny says, was not intended to 
supplement the rations ‘of the men 
while they are in good condition, but 
merely to enable the commanding offi- 
cera to obtain for those who are sick 
or failing in strength extra nourish- 
ment without which they would suffer 
greatly and perhaps die, If Col. Otter 
had expended the whole sum—$3,000 
—on a Christmas dinner he would not 
have been able to get for the men 
alk the turkey they could eat, and he 
would then have had nothing for em- 
ergencies which are sure to arise later 
on, The ladies of the Red Cross Soci- 
ety would have a task altogether be- 
yond their powers if they attempted 
to raise u fund sofficient to supple- 
ment the army rations with dishes 
such as the men would get iat home 
Such a thing would be impossible.

The tax there, he said, amounted to 
$20,000,000, of which $18,000,000 was 
paid by Englishmen, the Boers paying 
the small remainder, So the English 
are giving money to the Boers to be 
used for purchasing firearms to send 
at the givers. Treachery! Base- 
ness | Yes. Who then, he said, 
could take the part of the Boers? 
Who could have the side of England 
and go over to the side of that hea 
then and maligant nation? Mr. 
Ross also spoke of the Fund that was 
being raised for the widows and or- 
phans, and sought to enquire that 
the people of Shannonville might 
make up a purse for that purpose, 
Mr. Ross was highly applauded, and 
his noble omd stirring words were 
warmly received by every listener. 

A patriotic song by Messrs. Mc~- 
Alister and Lennox, and Messrs, W. 
and W. J. McAlister, brought the 
first part of the evening’s programme 
to a close. ' \ 

The second part was by far, not 
the least important part, it being the 
part in which the ladies excel—the 
eating. The tables were beauti- 
fully laid with all kinds of dainty 
viands to tempt a king, in addition 
to a good supply of well-cooked oys- 
ters, which reflects great credit upon 
Mr. R. Hill as cook. After doing 
justice, in every way to the tables, 
the third part of the programme was 
begun. It consisted mainly of toasts, 
introduced by an instrumental solo 
by Miss McAlister. The first toast 
was to our most worthy Queen, which 
was responded by the singing of the 
National Anthem, Then followed a 
toast to our Army, Navy and Volun- 
teers, responded to by Rev. Mr. Dow- 
dell, after which Mr. M. Hill gave a 
part of his experience as a volunteer 
during the Fenian Raid of 1866.

Jesse Martin, a Grand Trunk Rail- 
way fireman, lost his life yesterday 
afternoon whilst in the discharge of 
his duties. <A fast merchandise 
freight train in charge of Conductor 
A. Ferguson, hauled by engine No. 9916 
with Engineer W.C. McPherson, of 


this “city in charge, was pro- 
cceeding westward whén the 
accident occurred.” it wis

Mr. W. C. Reed, who was with Mr. 
Johnston at the Council meeting, con- 
curred in his remarks. Ile could say 
that the Horticullural Society would 
assist in making the fair a success. 

Mr. J .H. Chisholm said the com- 
pany would sell tbe grounds for $3,250 
He also believed from past experience 
that a considerable sum could be se- 
cured yearly for the, use of the 
grounds for athletic sports, etc. 

Mr. T. H. B. Purdy was in favor of 


proceeding with the election of offi-’ 


cers, directors, etc., but this did not 
seem to meet with the approval of 
those present. 

Mr. C. Brown spoke in favor of hav- 
ing a half mile track and of putting 
the main building in repair, which in 
its present condition was very unsat- 
isfactory to. exhibitors. 

Mr. R. J. Graham thought the pres- 
ent large building could be removed 
and a half-mile track made. It would 
in his opinion, be injudicious to elect 
officers until the City Council had tak- 
en action in the matter. In his opin- 
ion the Council should purchase the 
grounds. The feeling of the people, he 
was certain, was in fuvor of a fair 
being held here. 

Mr. J. G. Frost was in favor of a fair 
and would do all in his power to make 


it a successs. He believed a show 
could be established here which would 
prove remunerative to the city, the 
same as the Industria\ 1 show is to 
the city of Toronto. 

Mr. W. C.. Mikel spoke in support of 
having a fair and having suitable 
grounds for the holding of same.

Base Hospital After the Fight at 


Naval Brigade, Marines, ete. I had a 
long chat with a Northampton man 
and two.men..of the. Naval, Brigade. 
These told me that when’ they were 
brought away wounded the soldiers 
had been drinking the Modder River 
water, none other being procurable. 
It gives ona the horrors’ when you 
think how the Boers threw their dead 
into this river at that place. They 
also stated that our men dragged the 
river for the Boer bodies, and they saw 
65 broukht out, all with their arms 
fastened across their breasts, and 
large stones tied to them, Now, I be- 
lieve they did this partly to poison the 
water and also to hide the number of 
dead. There is not a single murmur, 
from one of the sufferers. The great- 
er part of the men are lying on’ the 
floor, having no beds, fully dressed, 
with the exception of their coats, 
which most of them havVe rolled up and 
tucked under their heads for pillows. 


One man I spoke to had been shot 

five times, but was quite lively. He 
had both hands and arms bandaged, 
and I asked him if it was very pain- 
ful. He said no; he didn't mind only 
the shot that went through his lung 
caught his breath the first few days 
and hurt abit. It is a marvel to.me 
to see how they put up with all/their 
many discomforts. If 1 had money, 
the first things I would send away for 
would be a batch of 300 pillows, so 
that they might rest their heads. 
Poor lads! 
! Wednesday.—More trouble! The 
poor Black Watch have suffered cruel- 
ly. Over 100 wounded men have come 
here to-day from Magersfontein. Poor 
things, in such a plight — many of 
them on*the battlefield were glad of 
a scrap of hard biscuit. The orderly 
on the ambulance train told Bert the 
slaughter was frightful. the Boers car- 
rying off their wounded piled on top 
of one andther'in carts. He also said 
that'oné of‘our officers spoke to a 
wounded Boer whom he saw trying to 
rise, to wlrotn he said; “Lie still, my 
man; the ambulance will be here 
shortly, and you will be well cared 
for.’ They were his last words, for 
the Boér drew his revoiver and shot 
him through thé head,killing bim. Oh, 
our poor men’s wives, and mothers! 
What will ‘they do? We are all 
grieved here to see the men, and know 
what sorrow it will cause at home. 
This afternoon I have stitched 32 
pieces of nainsook for hundkerchiefs 
for the sick men, and I will try and 
do some more’ to-morrow. The men, 
of course, have nothing of the kind, 
and need then). In this battle, as at 
Graspan, the enemy were on our men 
before they were aware of their pres- 
ence. Where were our scouts? One 
general is said to have told his men, 
“Tt is not my fault, men; I did not 
do this nf then——,” I don’t think I 
had petter tell it all. I hope it i& Got 
true, tho the men told it who came 
off the field as bad news flies fast, 
you will know ere my letter reaches 
you if they tell the truth. I should 
think Never has such slaughter been 
known amongst our “boys.” And when 
you look at them in the hospital, and 
think most of them may be some mo- 
ther’s darling, it does make you 
fee) sorry; and they ure so patient. 
Another train-load of wounded is ex- 
pected shortly and there are more sick 
men waiting to be brought on. The 
man I called my patient has been sent 
to Cape Town to-day, and while here 
had to live on milk. Ie was badly 
shot through the head. Lused to daily 
send him a quart of milk with eggs 
whisked in it. So many of them can 
have only milk food, and itis so hard 
ta get it here. I shall still send daily 
the same thing for some other poor 
creature, while I can get eggs. 1 
should like to do more. 

Thursday, 9 p.m.— The ambulance 
train has just come in with about 130 
wounded. There is no room in hos- 
pitals here (wé have about 400 sick 
and wounded soldiers.in De Aar), so 
they are going to take them on to 
Cape Town; fancy, 500 miles more in 
the train. As the train stood in the 
station Bert saw the surgeons dress- 
ing and bandaging a poor fellow who 
is badly wounded in the thigh, but 
they don’t expect him ‘to last many 
hours. Many people went to look 
at the train. I cannot look at such a 
load of trouble; If I could belp them 
it would be a different thing. It is 
very hot again to-night; bad for us 
who are well, how very trying for 
rick people. Bert says there was not 
a groan from one in the train. Yester- 
day, when that large batch of wound- 
ed came to our hospitals, there was 
only one man who said anything, and 
that was “Oh dear,” in a pitiful tone, 
and Ifancy you will think he had 
cause when [ tell you he was shot 
through the eyes, the left lung and 
shoulder, and another sbot in the 
body. 

Friday.—I am sending you a copy of 
the paper where I asked for little 
eomforts for the soldiers, thinking it 
would intercst you. We have had two 
inails this week (none last week), one 
on Tuesday and one to-day. As [tell 
yon'most thivgs we do, perhaps you 
won't be surprised to hear I have (o- 
day been begging for soap and matches 
for the soldiers’ hospital. The hospi- 
tal sergeant told’ Bert: this morning 
that, in unswer to my letter, the pub- 
lic had sent a number of comforts for 
the wounded ‘o-day alone forty par- 
cels came, but he says nobody sends us 
either soap or matches, and we.have 
neither, So I have been begging from 
friends, and we have made a nice lit- 
tle parcel and sent it across but it 
is only i drop in the ocean. 

Saturday.—Another {rightfully hot 
night and day. How the sick will suf- 
fer and our poor men jn front, who 
are short of water, -I have been asked 
to, help the Red Cronus Bociety cook in 
prepering nourishing food for the sick 
ut it is a cage of “the spirit ia will- 
ing, but the flesh ts weak.”

whether I will be sent to the front 
or not as my heart troubles me very 
much, and the doctor is very strict, 
but if they don’t send mp T will have 
a better time hore, because I have 
nothing to do but to go to the park 
or for a sail. Sometimes I go to the 
hospital to see the sick and wound- 
ed. I saw 500 Boer prisoners here 
yesterday.. They are a rough crowd, 
and are getting sick of the war. We 
have got 100,000 men out here now, 
I feel sure by the first of March the 
war will be all over. Of course it 
will take a lot of hard fighting before 
‘we can get to Pretoria, but we will 
get there just the same. The Boers 
fight like Indians, but they are get- 
ting afraid of the bayonet; and be- 
sides they are so mean you can’t trust 
them. I saw two of them shot dead 
a week ago. The way they shoot 
them is by taking six men with rifles. 
They place three loaded shells and 
three blank ones in the rifles and 
then they hand the rifles over to the 
men and the men don’t know which 
are the loaded ones. They then take 
and chain them to a post and put a 
cross on their heart, and the six men 
take aim and fire at once, and that 
is the last of the poor fellowa 

‘have not heard from any: 
of the boys, so I can't tell you 
how they are, but I think they are 
all well. Of course they have it 
harder than I do. It does not seem 
that: I am out here to fight, it seems 
us if Tam here for a pienic. I have 
been to several balls and I am going 
again to one on the New Year, so 
you see I am having just the same 
fun ag if I were at home. [ go to 
the Somerset Hotel for dinner every 
day and I always have lots of 
invitations out to dinner or tea from 
the richest people here in Capetown.

If you take all classes 
you will not find that pauperism 
among our people thal is to be found 
in some countries. In the matter of 
education we also take a front rank, 
he motherland may boast of its Cam- 
bridge and Oxford ‘universities, but he 
considered we had a bigher standing 
of education.

The nations 
of Europe were massed against Bri- 
tain, he said, but while the Old Flag 
floated on Britain's Navy we were 
not afraid. The United States was 
with us, and in times to come he was 
sure that Britons and Americans 
were going to stand shoulder to 
shoulder for the peace of the world. 
Unthinking people sympathized with 
the Boers, and talked of their deep

jected, Numerically too small, I 
is no more the work of the pulpit to 
convert and save the world than it 
is the work of the pew. If men go 
to ruin, there will be as much blood 
on your skirts as on mine. 

Let us quit this grand farce of try- 
ing to save the world by a few clergy- 
men, and let all hands lay, hold of 
the work, Give us, in all our chur- 
ches, two or three aroused and quali- 
fied men and women to help. In 
most churches to-day five or ten men 
are compelled to do all the work. A 
vast majority of churches are at 
their wits’ end how to carry on a 
prayer meeting if the minister is not 
there, when there had ought to be 
enough pent up energy and religious 
force to make a meeting go on with 
such power that the minister would 
never be missed. The church stands 
working the pumps of a few minis- 
terial cisterns until the buckets are 
dry and choked, while there are 
thousands of fountains from which 
might be dipped up the waters of 
eternal life. 

Again, I learn from this subject 
that we sometimes do well to take 
advantage of the world’s grindstones. 


These Israelites were reduced to a 
file, and so they went over to the 
garrison of the Philistines to get 


their axes and their gonds and their 
pilows sharpened. The Bible dis- 
tinctly stutes it—the text which I 
read at the beginning of the service 
“—that they had no other instrument 
now with which to do this work, and 
the Israelites did right when they 
went over to the Philistines to use 
their grindstones. My friends, it is 
not right for us to employ the world’s 
grindstones? If there be art, if there 
be logic, if there be business faculty 
on the other side, let us go over and 
employ it for Christ’s sake, The fact 
is we fight with too dull implements. 
We hack and we maul when we ought 
to make a clean stroke, Let us go 
over among sharp business men and 
among sharp literary men and find 
out what their tact is and then trans- 
fer it to the cause of Christ. If they 
have science and art, it will do us 
good to rub against it. 

In other words let us employ the 
world’s grindstones. We will listen 
to their music, and we will watch 
their acumen, and we will use their 
grindstones and will borrow their 
philosophical upparatus to make our 
experiments, and we will borrow 
their printing presses to publish our 
Bibles, and we will borrow. their 
rail trains to carry our ‘Christian 
literature, and we will borrow their 
ships to transport our missionaries. 
That was what made Paul such a 
master in his day. He not only got 
all the learning he could get of Dr. 
Gamaliel, but afterwards standing 
on Mars hill and in crowded thor- 
oughfare, quoted their poetry and 
grasped their logic and wielded their 
eloquence and employed their myth- 
ology until Dionysius the Aréopagite 
learned in the schools of Athens and 
Heliopolis, went down under his tre- 
mendous powers. 

That was what gaye Thomas Chal- 
mers his powers in his day. He con- 
quered the world’s astromony and 
compelled it to ring out the wisdom 
and greatness of the Lord, until for 
the second time the morning stars 
sang logetherand all the sonsof God 
shouted for joy. That was what gave 
to Jonathan Edwards his influence 
in his day. He conquered the world’s 
metaphysics and forced it into the 
service of God, until not only the 
old meeting house at Northampton, 
Mass., but all Christendom, felt 
thrilled by his Christian power. 

Again, my subject teaches us on 
what asmall allowance Philistine in- 
iquity puts a man. Yes, these Phil- 
istines shut up the mines and then 
they took the spears and the swords; 
then they took the blacksmiths, 
then they took the  grindstones, 
and they took everything but a file. 
Ob, that is the way sin works; 
it grabs everything 

Oh, “the way of the transgressor is

the only reason i 
for this condition of affairs is that 
the country is flooded with seduc- 
tive advertisements from departmen- 
tal stores,.and the people allow them- 
selves to be humbugged by, patron- 
izing them. The question of being 
humbugged is one with which I 
do not wish ‘to’ déal-with im this ar- 
ticle, but to call attention tq the 
fact that the departmental stores 
come in loser contact with tha above 
mentioned ‘class, than do our, mer- 
chants for the following reasons: 

In the first place the bulk of the 
farmers’ produce is marketed and 
sold in a very different way from 
that of a few years ago. One man 
tsells the cheese of from fifty to a 
hundred of his neighbors, their pork 
and beef as a rule are bought alive 
and shipped away to Toronto, Peter- 
boro, Ottawa or Montreal; their but- 
ter and eggs are bought up by ithe 
dealers through the country, hence 
the farmer in the selling of the bulk 
of his produce does not, in any way, 
come in contact with our merchants 
nor with our citizens, nor is it neo- 
essary for him to come into the 
town, to any extent, in order to dis- 
pose, of his crops. 

Then aguin, in the fall a very large 
proportion of the farmers make a4 
point .of,.visiting Toronto’s great In- 
dustrial show to see the progress 
made in developing the different 
grades of cattle, selecting and buy- 
ing improved stock and often to in- 
spect the latest and most improved 
machinery, and also to have a little 
rest and recreation after their sea- 
son’s work. Naturally they look a- 
round the city and drap in to see 
the large stores, where every pains 
is taken to impress them with tho 
variety, extent and value of their 
stock, and also to impress them that 
their trade and patronage is sought 
after and appreciated, and every fac- 
ility is afforded them of inspecting 
their establishment thoroughly and 
they come away feeling pleased and 
flattered with the attention bestow- 
ed on them, and impressed favorably 
with the purchases they are almost 
sure to. make, and, when they go home 
évery facility is afforded them for 
continuing. to patronize these stores, 
as catalogues very full and complete 
are. sent them and also samples of 
anything in the dry goods line, if 
asked for, hemce we see that in buy- 
mg, as well as in selling, the farmers 
do not, mecessarily come in contact 
with us, and if something be not 
done to,draw their attention and in- 
terest to our city, we are in danger 
of losing in the near future, the best 
trade of, the surrounding country. 

I think no better means could be 
employed, tham for every citizen who 
has.an interest in the future welfare 
of our city, to join hands and say we 
will have a fair that will draw at- 
tention to our city, that will bring 
in the people from the surrounding 
district, and, let us convince our far- 
mer friends that we need their pat- 
ronage and their co-operation in 
building up the Midland district ; 
that our interests are united and 
let us endeayor to. establish a bond 
of. sympathy,.and self-interest that 
will be lasting and will be productive 
of prosperity to all concerned. 

» I could not close without a word 
of, contmendation to the men who 
have endeayored in the past, and who 
are endeavoring at the present time, 
to have a creditable fair in the city, 
but. have not had the support of the 
citizens.as a whole, simply. because 
they do not seem to realize the ad- 
vantages a good fair would give us, 
but now with the progressive class 
of merchants we have, with the era 
of prosperity upon which we appear 
to be entering, let us sustain and 
strengthen the hands of the men who 
re managing the affairs of the West 
stings Agricultural Society, andI 
feel confident they will give us some- 
thing that will surprise and delight

Rumors of Mr. Charles [. Hays’ Re- 
signation—Story That the Direc- 
tors Have Been Finding 

Fault. 


Toronto, Feb, 14. — The rumor is 
again current in railway circles that 
General Manager Ilays of the Grand 
Trunk Railway has placed his 
resignation in the hands of the direc- 
tors. The officials in Montreal are re- 
ported to have emphatically denied the 
report, but the denial is not altogether 
accepted here. The story goes that the 
directors have been complaining of the 
nature and frequency of the accidents 
which have occurred on the lines of 
the Grand Trunk recently. ‘The re- 
sponsibility for the state of affairs 
which has made these mishaps possible 
is Said to have been placed on Mr, F. 
H. McGuigan, General Superintendent 
of the system. Mr. McGuigan is one of 
the officials who was brought to Can- 
ada by Mr. Hays  hortly after the lat- 
ter took over the management, and he 
left a good position with the Wabash 
Railroad to come to this country. Mr. 
Hays has ahigh opinion of Mr. Mc- 
Guigan’s ability ond naturally resents 
the imputations cast upon the latter's 
methods of running the.road. Those 
persons who are not so friendly to the 
General Superintendent aliege that he 
has been practically Superseding Mr. 
Hays in the management. They say 
that the directors do not look kindly 
upon such a regime,amd that a radical 
change is imminent. The upshot of the 
whole matter is, if the veports be true, 
that Mr. Hays has been so irritated by 
the attacks on Mr. McGuigan that he 
has sent his own resignation to the di- 
rectors, or threatened to do so. At pre- 
sent it is impossible to obtain uccur- 
ate information on the subject, and it 
is from rumors alone that the: ordin- 
ary observer can form his conclusions.

That journal has been vi- 
brating between life and: death ever 
since the demise of its former owner, 
Senator Penny. Lately it fell into 
the hands of an Ontario publisher, 
since which it has given evidence of 
life. The reason is now apparent, 
$15,008 a year g0es a good way to- 
wards keeping an Evening Paper 
alive. The St? f in the past did not 
sustain it, ‘hence the Government 
rushed to its rescue, and the people's 
money suffered tothe extent of $240,- 
632, to aid Gritism, of which the 
Herald got $15,008 in one year. At 
this rate does it not pay to be a Grit?

SPEECH YROM THE THRONE. 





The Governor, who was attended 
by a retinue of officers in gorgeous 
military uniforms, looked in capital 
health, He read the speech from the 
throne in a firm voice as follows: 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of 
Legislative Assembly; 

I take great pleasure in again 
ineectingg YOU as representatives of the 
Province in Parllament assembled, 

Since the last meeting of the Legis- 
lature Great Britain has been under 
the necessity of resisting by force 
of urms the encroachment of the 
South African Republic upon her ter- 
ritorial rights and the liberties of 
firitish subjects in the Transvaal. 
The issues involved, affecting as they 
did the integrity of the empire, ap- 
pealed very strongly to the loyalty 
of the Canadian people. As the re 
presentatives of the Province, I con- 
gratulate you on the enthusiasm 
inanifested throughout the whole Pro- 
vince in the renrollment of her sons 
for Imperial service at the seat of 
war. No more striking proof could 
have been given of the loyalty and 
devotion of Canadians to their Sov- 
ereign and to the empire to which we 
belong, and I am confident that any 
proposal of my Government for con- 
tributing towards the support of the 
wives and families of our soldiers 
now serving at the front will re 
ceive favorable and generous consid- 
eration. 

The Lumber Industry, 

I am pleased to be able to inform 
you that the lumbering industry of 
the Proyince is in a flourishing con- 
dition. The legislation of 1898 re 
quiring all pine logs cut under license 
to be manufactured in Canada took 
effect first in the season of 1898-99. 
The practical operation of this legis- 
lation has proven beneficial and time- 


the 


ly. While the quantity of pine tim- 
ber cut last season showed little, if 
any, diminution, as compared with 


previous years, the saw milling bu- 
siness of the Province, on the other 
hand, has received a powerful stimu- 
lus. Many existing mills have been 
enlarged, idle ones have resumed 
work, and a number of new mills 
have been built and equipped to 
meet the demand for sawn lumber, 
and as a result substantial benefits 
have been reaped from the action of 
the Legislature. 


Dorelopment and Preservation. 


In pursuance of the policy of en- 
couraging the development of indus- 
tries for which the circumstances of 
the Vrovince are specially adapted, 
an order In Council has been passed 
that pulpwood cut on Crown lands 
should be manufactured in Canada. 
A measyre confirming this order in 
Council will be laid before you, 

The desirability of preserving the 
forests in districts not adapted for 
agriculture so as to constitute a per- 
manent source of timber supply has 
been fully ‘recognized in connection 
with the administration of the Crown 
domaln; accordingly districts capable 
of being reforested are being set 
‘apart as forest reserves. 

Minlog Volley, 


The healthy condition of the min- 
ing industry is shown by the growth 
of revenue from sales and rents of 
mining lands, the Increase of invest- 
ments in mining enterprises, and a 
larger output from mines and mining 
works, It is the object and policy 
of my Government to utilize all the 
natural resources of our country so 
as to afford the largest scope for the 


|profitable employment of capital and 


labor, and tis furnish the markets 
of the world with finished articles in- 
stead of raw materials. 


Agricultural Prospect, 


I am pleased to be able ‘to state 
that the agricultural condition of 
the Province is much more favorable 
than it has been for many years. The 
great improvement in the quality of 
all dairy produce has increased the 
popularity of our butter and cheese 
in the British market, and has’ con- 
sequently stimulated this branch of 
industry. Our fruit interests are 
also increasing in importance and 
value, as the exports of our orchards 
for the lust year make manifest. The 
attendance at the Agricultural Col- 
lege has reached the highest limit yet 
attained since the establishment of 
the college; it will be necessary to 
provide additional accommodation if 
the altendance continues to increase 
as it has during the last few yoars, 

It is to be noted with regret that 
the increascing numbers of insane tax

Zululand, the Secretary of State for

On Friday 
they were fired on, and the firing kept 
up all day and well into the night, 
the British clearing the Boers out of 
successive positions, under a terrific 
rifle fire, lasting eight hours. 

Toward midnight, Friday, the Brit- 
ish forced the Boers, at the point of 
the bayonet, out of their position, 
an important one overlooking Dod- 
recht. The artillery duel was  con- 
tinued to-day, The British casual- 
ties were eight killed, including Caper. 
Crallan and Lieut. Chandler, and 8 
wounded, The British captured sone 
prisoners and a quantity of forage 
and provisions,

The Executive Committee's report 
was first taken up and the various 
items of expenditure passed without 
discussion, until the question of pay- 
ing hydrant rental was reached. 

Ald. Doyle thought that the sum 
of $3,700 for hydrant rental was too 
much. He thought that $2,000 was 
sufficient to pay al the present time 


There was some $2,000 yet outstanding 


from last year. He moved that 
$2,000 be paid en account, 

The Mayor was of the opinion that 
the city should set a good example 
and do the thing in a business like 
manner and pay the amount asked ‘for. 

Ald. Bogart wus in favor of the 
Whole amount being paid. He moved 
that the report be adopted. 

Ald. Doyle said some had not paid 
their rates, and the Council should 
not have to borrow. 

Ald. Pauter asked why $3,700 was 
the amount now. 

The Mayor said 
as usual. 

Ald. Bogart said he could see no rea- 
son why only a portion of the bill 
should be paid now.

The Mayor said he ‘desired to move 
to get a man of sili and experience 
such as Mr. Thompson to do the work 
for them. He moved that Mr. Thomp- 
son's Salary Le $800 from the city and 
$300 from the Water Commissioners, 

making a total salary of $1,100. Mr. 
Thompson had to Ket an assistant, 
which would probably cost at least 
$200 per annum, and his salary would 
then only be the same as he at pres- 
ent receives, namely, $900 a year. We 
have a first-class treasurer, compe- 
tent in every respect, his he con- 
sidered was in the interest of the cit- 
zens. Mr. Thompson had been test- 
ed and he had proved to be 
and painstaking.

The 
Ocean had one year endeavored to 
raise the rate. We had now both 
before us, and the Ontario Company 
should have an opportunity of stating 
what they would take the insurance 
at. They had it last year and. it 
had proved satisfactory. 

The Mayor said he was pleased 
there was at last competition in the 
matter of insurance, The Ocean and 
Accident Company was a thoroughly 
reliable company. He would vote in 
favor of the Ocean and Accident Com- 
pany receiving the policy. { 

Ald. Chown moved that we accept 
the offer of the Ocean Company. 

Ald. Doyle would decidedly vote for 
the lowest amount named for the 
premium, ; 

Ald. Grills said we should 
the Council accepting the 
tender, 

Ald, McFee said it 
to accept the lowest tender. The 
policy expires to-morrow and the 
Council would have to decide it im- 
mediately, or the city would be with- 
out any insurance. 

Ald. Bogart said that the repre- 
sentatives of both companies were 
present and he would move that they 
be heard, 

Ald. Clarke said we had on Friday 
las@ a renewal application of the On- 
tario Company for $700, and he con- 
sidered it unfair that another com- 
pany, knowing this, tendered $50 less 
for the premium. He would support 
Ald. Bogart’s motion. 

The Mayor thought that it was nec- 
essary to hear these gentlemen. He 
would support the lowest amount. 

Ald, Bogart said it was unfair that 
one company, knowing the figures of 
the other company, should now come 
im and offer a lower amount. 

The motion of Ald. Bogart prevailed 
and the representatives were heard. 

Mr. E. McHugh, as a representative 
of the Ocean Company, spoke first. 
The company he represented bad for 
three years held the policy and they 
had not made any money out of the 
city. The company had no desire to 
underrate the Ontario Accident Com- 
pany, which was, he believed, a re- 
liable company. 

Mr. M. Hedge, the inspector of the 
Ontario Company was present and 
addressed the Council. He said the 
company had sent in their renewal 
application for $700. The company 
was a Canaddian institution and Can- 
adian money was invested in it.

London, Feb, 23. 2.10 p.m. — Every 
hour is expected to bring news of Gen. 
Cronje's surrender. On all sides won- 
der is expressed that the rillant and 
ghastly battle at Foordeberg Drift has 
not yet ended in what is considered 
to be the inevitable. With fifty guns 
bearing upon the devoted band within 
the terribly sbort range of 2,000 yards 
surrender or utter annihilation can be 
the only result unless all reports of 
the strength of the Boer reinforce- 
ments be wrong. 

The critics consider every untoward 
contingency that can affect Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts and see noth- 
ing that can save Gen. Cronje from 
the terrible vice in which he has been 
caught, Even an unexpected strong 
attack on Lord Roberts line of com- 
munication could scarcely, according 
to those experts, alter the result.

THE EFFECTS. 

These facts show beyond a per- 
venture that foreign advertisers are 
being deceived by these mercenary 
and lying statements into patroniz- 
ing journals and spending money un- 
der false pretences, from which no 
adequate return is received.

I am in the best of health and spirits 
and never felt better. Our marches 
of ten or twelve miles are doing us 
all the good in the world, they make 
us vgry tired, but when the time 
comes .for a forced march then we 
will really find the good of it, It is 
now just-s k o'clock a.m,, and I have 
just come in ffom outpost duty hay- 
ing been at it all night. We took 
two deserters who broke from the 
Boer lines. They had been lashed by

the Boers, so decided to get away 
from them. I felt sorry for the 
poor fellows. They were marched 


to the camp and placed in a small 
stone building used as a guard room, 
They said the British were doing 
great dumage among the Boers.

Between three 
and four this morning I took four 
men with me and marched to some 
huts in search of prisoners. I went 
in alone; how dark it was and my 
heart in my mouth nearly all the 
time, but it is strange one does not 
seem to care for anything when he 
has a duty to perform. The next 
hut we came to I took one of ‘the 
men in with me, and you would have 
laughed how close we kept together 
and we were jolly glad to get back 
to the others. 

We have till two p.m. for resting, 
yo I will get plenty of sleep, but the 
nights are cold, especially when you 
have to lay out in the open veldt. 
The sand storms are dreadful, eyes, 
ears, and mouth full all the time. 


There is no grass and the water we

graph of our Christmas dinner. We 
were given “extras” with the ac- 
cent -on the extras. Our tent con- 


tains 15 fellows, who all sat. down 
good and hungry, and awaited re- 
sults. Presently the Orderly called 
me out, so out I went. He held a 
small, plump chicken in his hand— 
that was our “extra.” I had for 
my- Share the cooked feather off one 
leg. That of the rest I could hardly 
see. Then for desert three bananas, 
one peach, four plums. You will not 
believe me, dear Colonel, knowing our 
characters, when I tell you that we 
all got so full we could hardly walk— 
“Yen full of emptiness.” The plum- 
pudding, however, that we got was 
Splendid and lots of it; but the choco- 
late has not yet arrived. ft will be 
welcome, In the evening we parad- 
ed for rum, and each got one spoon- 
ful. What fun we had on that “I 
don’t think.” 

We are all so glad to get your let- 
ters, which we have enjoyed so much, 
Glad to hear of cable and to learn 
that the dear ones at home are well, 
and thinking of us, and praying for 
fus,for we feel,Colonel,that we may need 
it before very long. We realize that 
there is some hard, hard work com- 
ing for us, and it mukes us serious, 
We will all be glad to ogain set sail 
for home, but our duty we will do 
first, and I think we will do it well, 
We drank the health of the officers, 
non-com’s and men of the dear old 
XV., as well as to the dear ones at 
home, singing, 

“Then here's three cheers, 

Three hearty good cheers, 

Our soldiers, our sailors, 

Our homes and our peers.” 

The boys each wish to be remem- 
bered to you, and all the other offi- 
cers of the 15th, and to all who ask 
after them.

[I must say that all the letters we 
have received from friends in Belle- 
ville and elsewhere, have been of such 
a nature as to make one feel proud 
of one's self and responsible for much, 
We have had to do garrison duty here 
so far, but it is not our fault that we 
are not fighting.

Two Miles from Gen. White’s Forces—Military Experts 
Think Roberts is Holding Cronje as a Bait to the 
Boers—More Reinforcements Reach the Cape. 








ONLY TWO MILES BETWEEN THEM. 

London, Feb. 26.—The Times publishes the following despatch from Co- 
lenso, dated Saturday; “The British are now within two miles of being 
in touch with Ladysmith, but the ground still to be covered is the hardest 
part and very severe fighting must be expected. 

BOERS REPULSED WITH HEAVY LOSS. 

Paardeberg, undated, via Modder River, Feb. 25, evening. The Bord- 

erers and the Yorkshires have repulsed a Boer attack, inflicting heavy

DE WET GOT A DRY RECEPTION. 

Paardeberg, Saturday, Feb. 24. —There was a most interesting series 
of fights along the British front yesterday. One thousand Boers, com- 
manded by Gen. De Wet, who were known to be operating in the im- 
mediate front, at early dawn yesterday determined to attempt to break 
through the British lines and aid Gen. Cronje. A body of 500 Boers 
moved towards the British left and cantered in the direction of a kopje 
with the object of occupying it. Unfortunately for the Boers, however, 
the kopje was held by a company of Scottish Borderers, who opened a 
heavy fire. The Boers galloped off, but moved again towards unother 
British position with exactly the same result. They then made a third 
attempt to occupy another position, but the Borderers weve again ready 
to receive them. The third repulse thoroughly disconcerted the Boers, 
who galloped away in a panic. 

LATER.—Perceiving another kopje the Boers moved quickly towards il. 
This kopje was unoccupied, but the Borderers, not to be beaten, raced fOr 
the’ position and won, occupying the kopje and driving off the Boers. A 
portion of the latter ultimately occupied a kopje flanked partially by the 
Borderers, and facing another kopje held by the Yorkshires. A vigor- 
ous fusilade ensued, the British firing traly and accurately, and sileocing 
the Boer fire. Meanwhile the Buffs were ordered to reinforces the York- 
shires in case the Boers should be reinforced. The British attack work- 
ed around to the right of the kopje, held by the Yorkshires, where the 
7th Battery was stationed, the Sixth’s second battery being placed on 
a farm near the centre of the Borderers’ position. A vigorous shelling, 
accompanied by a British fusilade, completely silenced the Boers. A com- 
pany of Yorkshires were sent to clear out the Boers, but the attempt 
failed, the Boers opening a heavy fire and the British having no cover, re- 
tired. 2 

The British then again opened a heavy rifle fire, which agai silenced 
the Boers. The Boers made several attempts to run, but the maxims open- 
ed upon them effectually and checked them. The Ruffs now worked care- 
fully and cautiously around and got within 150 yards of the Boers. 80 
Boers surrendered, but many, it appears, escaped, going singly. Most of 
the prisoners had just arrived from Ladysmith. They complained of the 
bad generalship of their leader. Nearly every man carried explosive bullets 
and five Brilish were wounded with these missles. I have seen the bullets;

The Montreal Gazette says the ap- 
pointment of Mr. McShane was “in 
* opposition to the unanimous request 
‘ of the shipping firms doing busi- 

od “ne+s in Montreal, and against the 
“vole of every representative ihere- 
“on of commercial interest, and 
“that the Government's nominees on 
“the harbor commission went solidly 
“against the representatives of the 
“shipping interests, the Board of 
“Trade, the Corn Exchange, and the 
j “Chambre de Commerce, and pen- 
“sioned Mr. McShane at the expense 
“of Montreal’s trade.” The Gazette 
further adds that the appointment is 
altogether an unnecessary one, as the 
Deputy had been doing the work well 
and satisfactorily for the past eight 
years, and that the addition of Mr. 
McShane to the staff was adding an 
additional charge upon the revenues 
of the port which are already too 
small, of $3,000, which would pay the 
interest upon $100,000, at 3 per cent.

ocean tug Piedmont to go to the 
grounded steamer and render any as- 
Sistance possible. Such a heavy 
sea Wus encountered that the tug 
Was compelled to come to anchor 
fully a half mile from the Steamer, 


Yesterday forenoon the life saving 
bout from the Cape Elizabeth life 
saving station, seven miles away, 
launched a boat and put off for the 
Steamer, intending to transfer the 
passengers from the steamer to the 
tug Piediiont. Some of the women 
passengers desired to be transferred, 
but on seving the manner in which 
the lifeboat pitched and rolled, they 
decided not to leaye the Ship.

‘The passengers will probab- 
ly be taken off this morning without 
danger and if the sea is smooth the 
work of removing the cargo will com- 
mence.

Shoots His Wife Five Times and Says He 
Remembers Nothing of Ir, 


Was committed in a tenement on the 
third flat of No. 3 Police Station at 
2.30 o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
which resulted in the instant killing 
of the wife of Constable Cazes of the 
police force, and it was found a 
quarter of an hour after the horrible 
deed, that the author of the murder 
Was the husband of the victim, Con- 
stable Cazes himself, Cazes had been 
off duty for five days, or since Mon- 
day last, and it appears that he had 
been drinking very hard the whole 
week. Saturday he had to split some 
wood and start the fire in the kitchen 
stove to warm his dinner. This gave 


last Cazes, getting mad at the severe 
reproaches of his wife, fired at her 
five times with his revolver. Death 
Was instantaneous. After commit. 
ting the terrible deed, the murderer 
attempted to escape, and raced wild- 
ly along the street, till he reached 
Minger's factory on St. Valier street, 
When the constables who had given 
him chase overtook him and convey- 
ed him to the station with a great 
deal of difficulty. 

Cazes is 28 years of age, and his 
wife, who was of Irish descent, was 
82 years old, She leaves two small 
children, a baby six months old, and 
a little girl one year and a half old. 
The murderer slept soundly in the 
jail last night, and says that he does 
not remember anything of the deed,

General Cronje’s rofusal to accept 
the offer of Lord Roberts regarding 
the women and children, indicates 
cither that the position is less 
desperate than has been supposed 
or that he has been able to dig an 
absolutely safe place for them, 

Consternution at Pretoria, 

The Lorenzo Marquez correspondent 
of The Times says: ‘‘The feeling in 
official circles at Pretoria border on 
consternation. Gen, Louis Botha and 
President Steyn are both urging 
President Kruger to sue for peace. At 
Bloemfontein Gen. Cronje’s position 
is regarded as hopeless. 

HMardeat Part Yet. 

TVhe Times publishes the following 
despatch from Colenso, dated Satur- 
day: ‘fhe British are now within 
two miles of being in touch with 
ladysmith, but the ground still to be 
covered is the hardest part, and very 
severe fighting miust be expected,’* 

Cronje Hus Good Cover, 

The Times publishes the following 
from Taardeberg, dated Wednesday, 
Feb. 21: ‘'Gen, Cronje has good cover 
from the British artillery fire, and has 
considerable stores of provisions.” 


CANADIANS IN ACTION, 


Smith-Dorrien Worked on the North, 
While Kuox’s Urigude Was South 
of the River, 


Paardeberg, Orange 
Wednesday, Feb. 21.—The fourth 
day of Gen. Cronje’s fine defence 
opened in startling fashion. Soon af- 
ter dawn a most terrific rattle of 
rifle fire broke out, waking the 
sleeping camp. It soon developed 
that the Gloucesters and Essex had 
lost their way and had bivouacked 
in error close to the Boer laager 
on thé north side of the river. The 
enemy fusiladed, but the British 
casualties were practically none. 

The Canadians Were in It. 

There was desultory firing all day 
long On both the south and north 
banks, Gen. Knox's brigade holding 
and pushing forward the line south 
of the river, while Gen. Smith-Dor- 
rien, on the north side, worked tow- 
ards the laager. Meanwhile General 
French advanced, in a far easterly 
direction, near a kopje held by a 
Strong force of Cronje’s men, rein- 
forced by a Ladysmith contingent. 
At the same time Gen. Broadwood’'s 
Brigade, with a battery of horse 
urtillery, took up positions to the 
left and rear of the same kopje. 

Tried to Khun the Gauntlet, 

The front of the hill was thor- 
oughly searched by the raking fire. 
Suddenly the Boers bolted from every 
side towurds Gen. French, who head- 
ed towards the drift, shelling vigor- 
ously. Many were killed by shrapnel 
and about 40 were Captured, 

Our first contact with the Lady- 
smith Boers was singularly unfort- 
unate for then. A great deal of for- 
age, provisions and equipment was 
captured, and the kopje was frequent- 
ly dotted with blood, showing that 
many wounded had been removed, 

Muny Dead wud Wounded Boers, 

A British doctor, who visited the 
Boer lines to see the wounded, found 
the trenches along the river full of 
Wounded and saw many dead. The 
position to-day is practically the 
sane. ‘The Boers are strengthening 
their entrenchments around the laager 
but the case is hopeless. ‘he capture 
of the kopje to-day has given the Bri- 
tisha splendid position, and will pre- 
vent a Goer relleving force reaching 
Cronje. 

Iverybody admires the splendid 
stand of the burghers, but, from a 
humanitarian point of view, it is 
considered that further resistance on 
the part of Gen. Cronje would be 
criminal. 


Free State, 


Offered a Safe Conduct, 
To-day Gen, Roberts sent General 
Cronje an offer for a safe conduit for 
the women and children, together 
With a free pass to any point for 
them, and also an offer of doctors 
and medicine. Cronje’s reply was a 
curt refusal, and  desultory shelling 
was resumed, 

The Shropshires had done excellent 
Work, under a galling fire, since Sun- 
day, and they were relieved by the 
Gordons to-day. 

During the artillery firing last even- 
ing, the mules of the 82nd Battery, 
Which had remained hitched to the 
carriage, suddenly stampeded and 
galloped off en masse, but to-day the 
Wagons, With one exception, were ro 
covered, Gen. French has sent in 
prisoners A Liritish patrol eight 
miles to the west disasvered 80 Boers 
wandering away and corralled them.

ROBEKYTS AND KITCHENER, 


How the Two Generals Planned Campaign 
onthe Voyuge. 


London, eb. 26, — I. N. Ford ca- 
bles The New York Tribune: The con- 
ditions under which the new cam- 
paign was planned in South Africa 
by Gen, Roberts and Gen. Kitchener 
on the yoyage to the Cape, are de- 
scribed in a letter from an officer on 
Gen. Kelly-Kenny’s staff, which I 
have seen. This officer had anticipat- 
ed seeing something of the two fam- 
ous generals on the ship, but was 
disappointed. Gen. Roberts appeared 
on deck at 6 o'clock every morning, 
and walked up and down briskly for 
two hours. Promptly at 8 o'clock 
he turned to his chief-of-stafl with an 
abrupt cai. Gen. Kitchener, alert in 
response, “‘Here,  sir,’’ Was always 
on hand, and the next moment the 
conqueror Of Kandahar and the con- 
queror of Omdurman would disappear 
from the deck and not be seen again 
until the next morning at the same 
early hour.

REV. MR COWSERT’S 
SERMON. 





Ministering Spirits to Those Who 
Would be Heirs of Salvation. 


At the Baptist Church last evening 
there was a good congregation pre- 
sent, and the pulpit was occupied by 
the Rey.

The origin of salya- 
tion was with God; it belongeth to 
the Lord. Many people’ have lost 
their God, but God was never lost, 
God has never lost his throne or left 
it; He has never lost this throne or 
given up his authority; He is still 
the ruler of the universe.’'There are 
many people who tose God because 
they go opposite Tiis word, and go 
in-an opposite direction to where 
God is to be found. They try to save 
themselves, but they make an abom- 
inable mess of it. Adam and Eve, 
our first parents, endeavored to 
make garments for themselves to 
hide from God, but God at once tore 
them off and made them garments 
of the skins of beasts.

By put- 
ting ourselves to the test we can 
know when we have salvation, and 
be assured we are converted. Depend 
upon the Lord for salvation and Him 


alone, God saved His children in 
order that they may do work for 
Him. Just in proportion as we 


work for God will we be strengthened 
and willing to proceed in the work 
for the salvation of others. The best 
proof that we have salvation) is that 
we love the brethren. The love of 
Jesus Christ constraineth us to love 
all. Jesus loved us all when we were 
in rebellion against Him. Salvation 
will in the end land us in the glory- 
land face to face with the Lord Jesus 
Christ and His angels. Our salva- 
tion will not be complete until we 
enter that mansion prepared for us, 
which is incorruptible, undefiled and 
fadeth not away. When that glad, 
sweet day comes we shall know what

Cronje Surrendered Uncondi- 
tionally to Lord Roberts. 


Number of Prisoners Said to be 4,000—How the News 


Was Received in London—Her Majesty Sends 
Congratulations to the Troops—Story of Sun- 
day's Gallant Fight. 


London, Feb. 27.--The War Office has received the following 
dessatch from Lord Roberts : 

Paardeberg, Feb. 27, 7:45 a m.--Gen. Cronje and all his force 
capitulated unconditionally at daylight, and is now a prisoner in my 
camp. The strength of his force will be communicated later. 1 hope 
that Her Majesty’s Government will consider this event satisfactory, 
occurring, as it does, on the anniversary of Majuba. 


LONDON TOOK THE NEWS QUIETLY. 

London, Feb, 27.—No one who did not know of Gen. Cronje’s surrender 
would suspect from the appearance of the town that London was celebra- 
ting to-day the chief victory of the war. Not u flag was flying and in 
front of the places where bulletins were displayed to the public, scarce- 
ly more than a dozen people would stop ect a time to read the news. Out- 
side of the War Office there was the same absence of crowds, due, 
doubtless to the drizzling rain. In the War Office Lobbies, when a clerk 
posted the news of the surrender, quite a crowd was waiting and the tid- 
ings were hailed with considerable enthusiasm. In an incredably short 
space of time the news had spread toall parts of London. At the Man- 
sion House the posted news was read with great excitement by crowds 
of business men, hurrying to their offices, and cries of “Bravo Roberts,” 
“Majuba" were heard. aS 

The Lord Mayor of London said to the correspondent of the <ssociated 
Press that while the surrender of Gen. Cronje had been a foregone conclu- 
sion, the news was received with a greal’sense of relief, and the result 
of the capitulation, he thought, would be the rapid conclusion of hostili- 
ties. ‘At the Stock Exchange there was much excitement and cheering, 
but this quickly subsided. When the House opened stock opened with 
an upward tendency, but there was no material improvement in prices and 
Consols were slightly weaker. ® 

“Majuba avenged,” “Cronje surrendered,” “Great British victory.”These 
are the expressions being shouted all over London to-day, yet there are 
few outward signs of the national joy that Lord Roberts’ despatch has 
really caused. The capitulation of Gen. Cronje had been looked upon 
as almost a certainty for a week past, and now that il has come, enthu- 
siasm finds itself discounted by anticipation. The magnitude of the suc- 
cass of “Little Bobs” is almost overlooked in the satisfaction at the fact 
that it synchronized with the anniversary of Majuba Hill and wiped out 
a score of 19 years’ standing. 

While the uiternoon papers all Comment upon this happy coincident 
they do not forget the bravery of the enemy. The St. James Gazetie 
Gazette says; “The splendid courage of the Boers has nol been able to 
withstand any longer the bombardment which few modern soldiers could 
have supported for so many days. The influence of the surrender, not 
only upon the situation at Ladysmith, but on the whole conduct of the 
war will be ‘inmense. If the news of the relief of iadysmith only reaches 
England to-day, and il is quite possible this! may be the case, the cupl.of 
national bappinass would be full.” 

HER MAJESTY WAS GREATLY PLEASED. 

The Globe, under the heading of “Majuba avenged,” says; “We shall 
not jump at the conclusion that the war is over, but that a victory has 
been gained, which brings the end Well in sight. Gen. Cronje,no doubt,suc- 
ceeded in delaying Lord Roberts’ entrance into Bloemfontein, but the delay 
is all he had been able to accomplish .* 

Further details of the dvamatio surrender of Gen. Cronje at 
berg are eagerly awaited. The Boer commander's forces are variously es- 
timated at from four thousand to eight

thousand men, Speculation is 
rife as to how soon Lord Roberts will press on to Bloemfontein, but be- 
fore he shall enter the capital of the Free State it is « xpected that he 
will have to overcome a powerful force and take strong entrenchments, 


The news of Gen. Cronje's surrender Was received with unbounded satisfac- 
tion at Windsor. The Queen immediately telegraphcod her congratulations 
to Lord Roberts and the troops. 


SIDE BY SIDE WITH THE BEST OF THEM WERE OUL OWN 
CANADIAN LADS. 


. New York, Feb. 27,—The Herald this morning prints Lhe following spec- 
ial cable from London, Tuesday, Feb. 27,—A Daily Mail special despatch 
says; “Modder River, Sunday, Feb. 25.—At the battle at Paardeberg 
otherwike ‘ Alled Slinkfontein, on Sunday, Feb. 18, the principal features 
were the fighting and self sacrifice of the Highland Wrigade and the im- 
petuous charge on the enemy's trenches, by the Cornwalls, Canadians and 
Gordona. These troops, with two Brigades of the 9th Division, bore the 
brunt of the fight and suffered a lion's share of the losses. The battle 
commenced at dawn, when the Mounted Infantry, which formed a screen 
for the advance of the Ninth Division on the left bank of the river,came 
in touch with the enemy occupying positions of ndvantage and engaged 
them. Gen. Smith-Dorrien crossed the river at Drift’ with 
part of the Ninth irigade, the other portion continuing the fight on the 
other bank. Fighting their way along the right bank the Cornwalls and 
Canudians came within reach of a Boer laager, Charging the trenches to- 
wether they captured the firat road, but had, to -retreal Here Col, Alder- 
worth fell with a bullet in his bead as he was leading his regiment. But 
at the close of the day, though the British losses Were severe, sUCCEeSS Was 
achieved, for the Boers were clear from all positions where they could 
hamper the British maovements, and forced into positions upon which Bri- 
tish guns could be brought to bear.

A MOST DASHING ADVANCE 
BY THE CANADIANS. 


At 3 a.m, to-day a most dashing ad- 
vance was made by the Canadian reg- 
iment and some engineers, supported 
by the First Gordon Highlanders, re- 
resulting in our fgaining a point some 
six hundred yards nearer the enemy, 
and within 80 yards of the trenches 
where our men entrenched themselves 
and maintained these positions till 
morning. A gallant deed, worthy of 
our colonial vomrades, and which I am 
glad to say wos atlended by compara- 
tively slight loss. ‘This apparently 
clinched mattens, for at daylight to- 
day aletter signed by Gen. Cronje, in 
which he stated that he surrendered 
unconditionally, was brought to out- 
posts under a flag of truce. 

In my reply I told Gen. Cronje ha 
must present himself at my camp, 
and that his force must come out of 
their laager after laying down theip 
arms. By 7 a.m. I received Gen. 
Cronje and despatched a telegram to 
you announcing the fact. In the 
course of conversation he asked for 
kind treatment at our hands, 
and also that his wife, graudson, pri- 
vate secretary, adjutant and servants 
might accompany him wherever he be 
sent. I reassured him and told him 
his request would be complied with. I 
informed him that « general officer 
would be yent with him to Cape Town 
to ensure his being treated with pro- 
per respect en route. He will start 
this nfternoon under charge of my Gen 
Prettyman who will hand him over to 
the gencral commanding at Cape Town 

The prisoners, who number about 
3,000, will be formed into commandos 
under our own officers. ‘They will 
also leave here to-day reaching Mod- 
der River to-morrow, when they will 


be railed to Cape Town in detach- 
ments.” 

The above despatch was read in 
both the House of Lords and the 
House of Commons to-day, The re- 


ference to the Canadians evoked im- 
mense and prolonged cheering. 

London, Keb, 27, 6.25 p.m.—It is now 
announced that Lord Roberts has not- 
ified the War Office that the number 
of Boer prisoners approximates four 
thousand, of which about 1,150 are 
citivens of the Orange Free State, the 
remainder citizens of the Trans- 
vaal.

Major Walsh had reported against it, 
and declared that officers were oblig- 
ed to ignore the severe provisions of 
the law. Mr. Ogilvie had advised a 


8 per cent, royalty and ventured the 


prediction that the Government 


would get a larger revenue than the 
present, Why did the Government 


not change its policy? As a result 


of the royalty provisions, the popu- 
Jation of Dawson had dropped from 
80,000 to 4,500, the price of living 
had gone up 10 per cent. British 
capital was prevented from going 
into” the district, and the whole 
country Was at a standstill, The 
judicial administration of the Yu- 
kon Was another point that drew 
forth Sir Charles’ invective. He 
quoted from an annonymous corres- 
pondent; There was a crying need 
for an additional judge. It was 
practically impossible to collect an 
account, and litigation was ruined.’’ 


Mr. Sutheriand Wanted the Name. 


Hon, James Sutherland asked for 


the nanie of Sir Charles’ informant. 


Sir Charles said he could not tive 
it, though he was a man of high 
character, a purely non-partizan. 
The abolition of re-location and the 
withdrawal of all land from explor- 
ation were condemned, because these 
practices made the Minister of the 
Interior a Court of Appeal, to the 
benefit of his favorites. It was a 
strange fact that there was not a bit 


of patented land In the Yukon. 


Sir Charles concluded by declaring 
that the recent Conservative  suc- 
cesses in Manitoba elections proved 
that the country was opposed to Mr. 


Sifton’s Yukon policy. 
Bir, Siften. 


Mr. Sifton at once arose to de 
fend himself and his Government. He 
could see no connection between Man- 
itoba elections and Yukon royalties. 
Heo considered the method of reading 
letters from disgruntled men not a 
good way to get the best information 
on Yukon topics. He corrected Sir 
Charles by declaring that the Goy- 
ernment had withdrawn no portion 
of the district from exploration. As 
to the relocation abolition, he 
maintained this change would end 
fully four-fifths of the legal squab- 


bling. 
Claim-Jamping u Nulsauee, 


The reasons for the relocation 
abolition were gone into fully. Claim 
jumping had become a nuisance, and 
it was provided that if a claimant 
did not live up to the regulations, 
his claim Was opened for cancella- 
tion and would go back to the 
Crown, not to the prospective claim- 


jumper. 


Mr. Sifton indignantly denied the 
charge that these claims were in 
his hands to be parcelled out to his 
friends. This was ridiculous and ab- 


surd. 
The Goverument's Polloy. 


He then stated the Government’s 
policy regarding these claims. They 
Were public property, were exposed 
to the highest bidder and in open 
competition by public auction, with 
the exception of two or three that 
Were given as compensation. This 
was the rule with all. He declared 
the decrease in the population of 
Dawson City Was not a proof that 
ininers Were being driven out of the 


Yukon. 


Mr. Sifton said the output this year 
would be equal to, if not larger, than 
that of last year—$15,000,000. He 
said the Government did not intend 
to make the 10 per cent, royalty a 
perpetual tax. It had been adhered 
to firmly, but it was known that the 
whole question would haye to be 
looked into thoroughly. The Goy- 
ernment recognized that the amount 
of the royally and the methods of 
its collection required careful consid- 
eration, and might at an early date 
require readjustment or change, He 
contended that only speculative com- 
panies were affected by the 10 _ per 


cent. royalty.

THE MARKET LESSEE 


Makes a Few Statements Regarding 
the Celebrated Hog Weighing Case. 


To the editor of the Intelligencer. 


Dear Sir,—Kindly permit me to oc- 
cupy space in your valuable paper in 
which to reply to the letter of Mr. 
J. W. Harns, alleging unfair treat- 
ment. The facts of the case are ds 
follows ; 

Mr. Harns drove to the market 
scales on the 6th inst., with a load 
of ten hogs, and asked that they be 
weighed in his sleigh instead of in a 
crate, which we have for that pur- 
pose. As his sleigh was loaded heav- 
ily with snow, I insisted that the hogs 
be weighed in the crate, knowing that 
by the time he had driven to the G. 
T.R. station and back much of the 
snow would be removed. 

Mr. Harns and bis son (a young man 
who does not look at all sickly) stood 
quietly by and watched me do their 
work of unloading. After weighing 
the hogs I complained to him that he 
was giving me no assistance. He then 
told me—and not before, as he states 
in his letter—that ha had been ill. I 
asked if his son could not give some 
assistance, but he refused. I was not 
very pleased, as may be imagined, with 
doing his work, and was not slow in 
telling him so. 

Mr. Harns does not adhere fo the 
truth! when he states that he refused 
to accept our weight. He was stand- 
ing by to sea the hogs weighed, and 
could also have seen the crate weigh- 
ed and been shown the balance of the 
scale had he desired. He made no 
complaint, however, but accepted his 
weight and took his money in payment 

In his evidence . before the 
Magistrate ~ he said that it 
was after he left the scale 
that he imagined he did not get his 
full weight, because as he remarked, 
“he thought I was angry.” 

Mr. Harns forgets to say that at the 
coal merchant’s scales they refused to 
weigh his load, aud that he weighed 
it himself, and probably to his gen- 
erous eyes a five pound notch would 
enlarge itself into a ten. Me also ne- 
glected to state that he drove to 
Lingham’s mills and back before weig- 
hing bis empty sleigh, thus giving the 
snow every opportunity to fall off. 

It is hardly necessary to contradict 
the statement that “I admitted the 
market scales would vary from fifty 
to one hundred pounds.” I appeal to 
the evidence taken before the Magis- 
trate to show that I never made such 
an assertion. The only statement I 
made, which Mr. Harns could possibly 
construe into such a remark, was that 
a certain horse by pressing back in 
the harness would make a difference 
of 50 pounds, if the ‘traces were not 
loosened. 

I might say that on Thursday, the 
8th inst., Mr. Slattery inspected the 
market scales and found them to be 
in a very satisfactory’ condition.

A Gananoque despatch to the Mail 
and Empire says: It is believed here, 
and the report is based on good auth- 
orily, that an impcrtant change in the 
running of the trains between Toron- 
to and Montreal will take place this 
year. 

The Grand Trunk Railway, ostens- 
ibly with the view of removing the 
Gananoque junction of the G. T. and

Mr, Whitney—I would  futerrupt

Mr. McDiarmid (West Elgin) was 
received With Opposition applause. 
After a reference to his separation 
from the House for a while, he said: 
“This was because West Elgin was 
stolen from me. (Applause.) It was 
stolen from the leader of the Opposi- 
tion und from the Conservative party. 
(Applause.) It was stolen by the fife 
ficlals of the present Government— 
(loud applause)— by men whq are 
still in the employment of the pres- 
ent Government. It was stolen under 
circumstances that shocked  every- 
body who was accustomed to believe 
in the freedom of our institutions and 
in our representative Government. 

“It is not my purpose to follow up 
the speech from the throne. I pro- 
pose to occupy myself with but two 
of its clauses, the one dealing with 
the Canadian contingent, and the one 
jnentioning the so-called jnvestigation 
into the West Elgin election.” 

I), spoaking of the West Elgin elog- 
tion he said that while the Govern, 
ment of Ontario refuses an open, fair 
and complete investigation the Goy- 
ernment must bear the odium and ac- 
cept the responsibility, (Applause.)

No trial in 
elections or proceedings in Connection 
With election trials whatever, That 
being so, he said that in a twnatier ci 
this kind it is essential in order to 
inspire public confidence in ihe in- 
quiry that High Gourt judges should 
have been chosen for the duty of th s 
commission, (loud applause.) Jf it 
is necessary under the Election: Act 
to guard against Coynty Court judges 
—and he made no reference to judges

HOW CANADIANS RUSH. 


Lord Roberts, in His Official Cable Con- 
cerning Cronjo's Surreuder, Tells 
the Tale. 


London, Feb. 28, — The War Of- 
fice has received the following 
spatch from Lord Roberts: 

“Paardeberg, Y1 o'clock, Tuesday 
morning, Keb, 27.—From information 
furnished daily to me by the Intelli- 
fence Department, it became appar- 
ent that Gen. Cronje's force was be 
coming more depressed, and that the 
discontent of the troops and the dis- 
cord among the leaders were rapidly 
increasing, This feeling was doubt- 
less accentuated by the disappoint- 
inent caused when the Boer reinforce- 
ments Which tried to relieve ‘General 
Cronje were defeated by our troops on 

"eb. 23, 
Kesolved to Vreas the Enemy. 

“I resolved, therefore, to bring 
pressure to bear on the enemy. Each 
night the trenches were pushed for- 
ward towards the enemy’s laager so 
as to gradually contract his position, 
and at the same time I bombarded it 
heavily with artillery, which was 
yesterday materially aided by the ar- 
rival of four six-inch howitzers,which 
I had ordered up from De Aar. In” 
carrying out these measures, a cap- 
tive balloon gave great assistance by 
keeping us informed of the disposi- 
tions and movements of the enemy. 

The Canadians’ Dash, 

“At 3 a.m, to-day a most dashing 
advance was made by the Canadi- 
an regiment and some engineers, 
supported by the First Gordon 
Highlanders and Second Shrop- 
shires, resulting in our gaining a 
point some six hundred yards near- 
er the enemy and within about 
eighty yards of his trenches, where 
our men entrenched themselves 
and maintained thelr positions till 
morning, a gallant deed worthy of 

ur Colonial comrades, and which 

I am glad to say was attended 
by comparatively slight loss, 

Made Cropje Surrender, 

“This apparently clinched mat- 
ters, for at daylight to-day a let- 
ter signed by Gen. Cronje, in which 
he stated that he surrendered un- 
conditionally, was brought to our 
outposts under a flag of truce, 

Crouje Sent to Cape Town. 

“In the course of conversation he 
asked for kind treatment at our 
hands, and also that his wife, grand- 
son, private secretary, adjutant and 
servants, might accompnay him 
wherever he might be sent, I reas- 
sured him, and told him his request 
would be-complied with, I informed 
him that a general officer would be 
sent with him to Cape Town, to en- 


sure his being treated with proper 
respect en route, He will start this 
afternoon, under charge of Major- 


General Prettyman, who will hand 
him over to the general commanding 
at Cape Town. 

“The prisoners, Who number about 
8,000, will be formed into comman- 
dos under our own officers, They 
will also leave here to-day, reaching 
the Modder River to-morrow, when 
they will be railed to Capo Town in 
detachments.”’ 

4.000 Priseuers. 

London, Feb. 28. — It is now an- 
nounced that Lord Roberts has noti- 
fled the War Office that the number 
of Boer prisoners approximates 4,- 
000, of which about 1,150 are citi- 
zens of the Orange Free State. The 
remainder are citizens of the Trans- 
vaal, 

“In my reply I told Gen. Cronjo he 
must. present himself at my camp, 
and that his force must come out of 
their Janger after laying down their 
arms.
